Are bits of bone and 
teeth on display at the Up- 
land police station those of 


a dinosar, a mastadon or 
some other prehistoric beast 
or merely those of a lowly 
horse or mule? 

That is a question for de- 
bate among those who have 
viewed “the remains,” but 
the opinion of the majority 
is that they are those of a 
modern domestic animal. 

The bones and_ molars 
were unearthed yesterday by 
George F. Coffman, while 
digging a ditch for the lay- 
ing of a new pipeline on his 
ranch at Archibald avenue 
and Fourth street.
